The fact that the Jury failed to 
Indict Arbuckle on the strength of 
the 
evidence

fused to testify, was held by 
his 
attorneys to be a decided factor in 
his favor.

grand jury an hoar and fifteen min­ 
utes. The second witness was

Key Puyvron, show girl, was called

Ben B. Hampton, former magazine 
publisher,

producing

picture plays, was the spokesman for 
the reform element in the movie in­ 
dustry. 
Hampton, 
confined to his bed. 
penned a statem ent on the Arbuckle 
case. 
Aside from Hampton, it was al­ 
most impossible to secure any com­ 
ment from the movie colony on the 
difficulties in which the once jovial 
Arbuckle had found himself. 
"I don’t care to discuss the case,” 
was the 
refrain sung 
everywhere. 
The business community joined in. 
Even press agents, for the first time 
since the memory of man runneth, 
refused to talk for publication. 
Hits Careless Criticism 
“Many persons, in their hot resent­ 
ment of conditions that made trag­ 
edy possible, may be prone careless­ 
ly to criticise the entire industry,” 
declared Hampton. 
“Such an atti­ 
tude would be unfair and unjust in 
the extreme. 
“The motion picture colony has 
suffered for years because of a small i 
minority of black sheep. Men and 
women who knew the personnel of 
the colony knew fast sets form only 
a small percentage of the whole pro­ 
fession, 
but, 
unfortunately, 
these 
speedy individuals keep themselves 
in the public eye constantly and the 
public thoughtlessly draws conclu­ 
sions that are completely at vari­ 
ance with real truth. 
“The overwhelming majority of 
picture workers live quiet, decent 
lives. 
“A small but noisy minority drives 
high speed motor cars to high speed 
drinking places and supplies mate­ 
rial for gossip and scandal reflecting 
on the great army of well behaved, 
honest, sincere, generous, kindly peo­ 
ple. 
Sees Profound Change 
“W ithin the 
past two 
or three 
years a profound change has been 
slowly and steadily working in the 
movie colony. Players, directors and 
other film people are buying homes, 
rearing families, joining churches, en­ 
gaging in charitable work and in gen­ 
eral social and philanthropic activi­ 
ties. 
“This awful affair at San Fran­ 
cisco has shocked every one. Over­ 
whelming comment in the studios to­ 
day is one of horror and disgust, at 
the disgrace brought upon the indus­ 
try. 
"There is no doubt that from this 
day forward the noisy, high speed, 
careless, unthinking minority will 
conduct itself more carefully than it 
ever has before. 
“The great majority of intelligent, 
thoughtful, careful men and women, 
in the studios, are now so deeply 
aroused they will exert their influ­ 
ence to the utmost to see the black 
sheep are cut out of the flock. 
“The minority must change its hab­ 
its or seek new fields of employ­ 
ment. 
“The picture colony will take ad­ 
vantage of this terrible tragedy to 
clean house, and it will clean house 
thoroughly in order to protect its 
own 
families 
from 
the 
stigma 
brought on all by the acts of a few 
members. 
“There is no question as to this 
statem ent being representative of 
the thought of 90 per cent of the re­ 
sponsible producers, players, direc­ 
tors and technical people today.” 
Hampton 
appealed 
for 
fairness 
toward the “sober-minded, responsi­ 
ble majority of the motion picture 
industry, and concluded: 
“During 
the 
present 
year 
the 
greatest reform since the abolition of 
saloons has 
taken place in motion 
pictures. 
Doubtful 
pictures 
have 
been driven from the screen by acta 
of producers, players and directors 
themselves. 
“The industry has cleaned house 
of doubtful pictures. 
“It will clean its house of doubt­ 
ful personalities.” 


Tax Dodgers Robbing IL S. 
of Billion Yearly, Claim 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 13. — Tax dodgers are getting away with 
more than $1,000,000,000 every year that ought to go into the United 
States treasury. 
T hat’s one reason, treasury officials and members of congress ad­ 
mitted today, why the rest of the American people are called on to bear 
such heavy tax burdens. 
It is also the reason congress proposes certain changes in the tax 
law, to plug tax leaks through which millions of dollars yearly are lost. 
If Uncle Sam could collect every year what he loses because of 
“tax free securities” he would have $700,000,000 to $1,000,000,000 
less on taxable securities. 
It is variously estimated that there is about $4,000,000,000 out­ 
standing. 
The government can’t touch this with its taxing power be­ 
cause of a constitutional limitation on its authority. 
LANSING WILL TAKE 
INDIRECT PART IN 
ARMAMENTS PARLEY

Robert Lansing, one of President Wilson’s delegates at the 
Versailles peace conference, will participate indirectly in the 
Washington armament and Far Eastern conference.

Doctor 
Thinks 
California 
Convict Shot by Guards 
During Wild Dash 


TACOMA, Wash., Sept 1 3 —The 
bant for Roy Gardner, California 
mail bandit de luxe, took a new turn 
today. 
After more than a week of search­ 
ing for and watching on McNeil In­ 
land for the arch robber alive, a hunt 
was organ^ed this morning by Dr. 
Charles Jento, prison physician, and 
the underbrush within 500 yards of 
the penitentiary from which Gardner 
fled was searched for the bandit’s 
body. 
Dr. Jento is now convinced that 
Gardner was seriously wounded from 
the bullets from the rifles of guards 
at the time of his break for freedom. 
He believes the bandit ran into the 
brush and died. W itnesses say after 
Gardner’s sensational dash they saw 
him fall once.

Renewed Activities In Rights 
of Way to North Ex­ 
pected Now 


That th* Union Pacific is seeking 
an outlet to the south through San­ 
ta Ana with a view to extending its 
line to San Diego and possibly push­ 
ing on east through Arizona was in­ 
dicated here today, In the opinion 
of many, when it became known that 
the corps of surveyors that has been 
in the city the past week was run­ 
ning lines across the Irvine ranch. 
The survey parallels the Santa Fe 
tracks, the line being run about a 
mile and a half west of the Santa 
Fq. 
It is declared by some who 
profess to know a little something 
about the plans of the Union Pacific 
that tho company is seeking a new 
route to the east, through Arizona, 
and that the present survey is for 
the purpose 
of 
determining 
the 
availability of a route through San 
Diego. 
The survey will alTord data upon 
which to base estim ates of cost, it 
is said, and also for comparison of 
this route with that of others under 
consideration for the building pro­ 
gram of the Union Pacific. 
Should the Union build an eastern 
line by way of the route being Bur­ 
's eyed in this county, it would place 
Santa Ana on the main line of one 
of the largest railroad operating com­ 
panies. 
The fact that surveyors are work­ 
ing to the south across the Irvine 
ranch, coupled with a report 
from 
I .os Angeles to the effect that the 
Union Pacific will soon build eleven 
miles 
of 
railroad 
from W hittler 
southward toward Santa Ana, gives 
renewed interest in the Union Pa* 
cift’s relations to this section. 
A partial right of way from Whit­ 
tier to Anaheim was secured by the 
Salt Lake railroad in 1917. At that 
time a number of actions for con­ 
demnation of rights of way were 
brought in the superior court here.

12.000.000 young people com ing up 
with no religious instruction 
from 
the church. T hen add to those the 
7.000.000 of school age who are not 
in the public schools and we have 
about 19,000,000 young folks grow­ 
ing up in our country w ithout any 
instruction in the Bible which is the 
standard of m orality recognized in 
our country. 
“In Orange county last year there 
were enrolled about 16,000 in 
our 
public schools and only about 7,400 
in all the Bible schools of the coun­ 
ty. T hat leaves 8600 In our county 
not getting any religious training. 
In Santa Ana 4369 w ere enrolled in 
our schools and only 2180 in 
our 
Bible 
schools. 
Add to these 
last 
figures those not in school th a t are 
of school age and we have consid­ 
erable m ore than half of all 
the 
young people around us th at are not 
being given 
any basis 
for 
m oral 
character. Is it any w onder th at the 
whirlwind has broken w hen we have 
been sowing the wind so thought­ 
lessly? 
E ducators’ Views 
“If the Bible Is not taught in the 
public schools it is not the fault of 
the educators. T h eir highest g ath er­ 
ing, the N ational E ducational asso­ 
ciation, has spoken often in no un­ 
certain words. In the judgm ent of 
this association th e Bible should be 
recognized as the text book on eth ­ 
ics, and the W ord of God, th a t m ade 
the free schools should hold an hon- 
orded place in them .” 
“T his is a C hristian country, so 
decided by our suprem e court. T he 
basis of our laws, custom s and busi­ 
ness Is the Bible. We judge 
and 
punish men according to the stan d ­ 
ards of Bible m orality. The author­ 
ity, to

standard involves the right to teach

“Hence we conclude that the state,
